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INTRODUCTION. 


Victoria is situated at the south-eastern extremity of the Australian 
continent of which it occupies about a thirty-fourth part, and contains 
about 87,884 square miles. It lies approximately between the 34th and 
39th parallels of south latitude and the 141st and 150th meridians of east 
longitude. Its greatest length from east to west is about 493 miles, its 
greatest breadth about 290 miles and its extent of coast-line (including the 
length around Port Phillip Bay, Western Port, and Corner Inlet) 980 miles. 
It is bounded on the north and north-east by New South Wales from which 
it is separated by the River Murray and by a straight line in a south-easterly 
direction from a place near the head-waters of that stream, called The 
Springs, to Cape Howe. On the west it is bounded by South Australia 
and on the south and south-east its shores are washed by the Southern 
Ocean, Bass Strait, and the Pacific Ocean. 


The climate of Victoria is characterized by warm summers, rather cold 
winters, and rain in all months. Mean temperatures in midsummer 
(January) range from 65 deg. (Fahr.) in the south to 75 deg. (Fahr.) in 
the north-west, corresponding means of daily maxima being 80 deg. (Fahr.) 
in the south and 90 deg. (Fahr.) in the north-west. In midwinter (July) 
the mean temperature is generally below 50 deg. (Fahr-), mean of the night 
minima being below 40 deg. (Fahr.).

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Mecseourgng WHOLESALE Price [ypEX-NUMBERS. 


The index of wholesale prices was first computed by the Commonwealth 
Statistician in 1912 and relates chiefly to basic materials and foods weighted in 
accordance with consumption in the years immediately preceding that date. 
Neither the component items nor the weighting have been varied. Consequently 
the index is a measure of changes in wholesale price levels based on usages which 
have altered substantially since the period on which the weighting was determined. 
As such it is usefu] as an indication of long-term trends over the past 89 years 
which it covers, on the assumption that the relative importance of component 
items remained constant. But it no longer serves as a measure of price variations 
from month to month or from year to year of commodities weighted in accordance 
with present-day consumption. Reference to a description of the index pubiished 
in the annual Labour Report, issued by the Commonwealth Statistician, will 
indicate that animal fodders preponderate in the “ Agricultural Produce” group, 
while ‘“ Building Materials” include little besides imported timber. In other 
groups, some principal items have increased in consumption while others have 
decreased. A new wholesale price index, covering basic materials and foodstuffs, 
bas therefore been computed, in which the items have been regrouped and 
reweighted as indicated, and comparative index-numbers back to 1928-29 are 
published in the next statement.

Following a conference of Statisticians in 1930 an index by the Commonwealth 
Statistician has been computed from new data on prices and consumption. 
Both in contents and method of computation it differs from the Melbourne Index 
of Wholesale Prices published in the foregoing statement. The price quotations 
have in the main been obtained directly from manufacturers and merchants, and, with 
a few important exceptions, from Melbourne sources. Apart from home-produced 
building materials, coal and one or two minor commodities, however, the price 
movements may be taken as representative of fluctuations in wholesale prices of 
basic materials in most Australian markets. The weighting system adopted is 
based on average annual consumption during the years 1928-29 to 1934-35 
inclusive.

Legislation which became effective on 14th December, 1950, had the effect 
of reducing (by bounty) the price paid for raw wool for local manufacture in 
Australia below the open market (auction room) price. Such reductions were 
virtually retrospective to August, 1950, and continued until 30th June, 1951. 
The effective prices paid for raw wool for local manufacture (i.e., auction room 
price less bounty) have been used in calculating the index published in the above 
statement. Below are shown these same indexes calculated on the auction-room 
prices for wool. Only the four columns marked (6) above are affected, and only 
these are shown below.
